2* The pilot training course included about 45 VP student pilots, about 
15 Soviet officers as instructors and about 20 Soviet EM as mechanics,. 

Two Soviet radio trucks* one of them with a rod antenna, 6 meters long, 
and two VP motor vehicles were observed at the take-off point* Soviet 
instructors were observed near the radio truck on top of which a Soviet 
officer with a white flag was sitting* The VP student pilots were sean 
near their motor vehicles and the mechanics were at the dispersal area 
of the aircraft «- Ten -to 15 Soviet officer© and 35 EM wearing black-bordered 
blue epaulets, probably the Soviet instructors and technical personnel, were 
quartered in the officers* billets at Karl Marx Strasse.

rudder assemblies* Prior to each take-off, an air force officer mounted 
a wing of the plane and gave instructions * During air activity, 30 to 40 
air force officers and EM were observed at and near the planes® The planes 
were fueled from two tank trucks which repeatedly shuttled between the 
northeastern corner of the field and the planes. D uring air activity, two 
radio trucks | | were parked in the northern 

section of the field* The radio trucks were fitted with vertical rod antennas, 
4 and 6 meters high* One of the trucks was marked on its side by a blue- 
white square of about 40 cm There was a small trailer, probably a generator, 
near the radio trucks* On 1% 20, 21, 22 May, and 1 June, there was air 
activity during daytime, occasionally rather intensive* Elements of two 
Yak-11 e were seen aloft after individual take-offs* Formation flying also 
included the change from combat to close order formations „ In the second 
half of May 9 besides Yak-11© w ith red propeller hubs, white rudder assemblies 
| | Tak-Ils with yellow propeller hubs, white 
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rudder assemblies | were observed* 25X1

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[ Comment* As previously, a motor vehicle distribution point with a 
drivers® school, an unidentified air force unit and a VBL unit from 
Bautzen are stationed at Dresden-Klotasche airfield*, 

After the completion of Bautzen airfield in the near future, the VH» 
unit will probably again move to Bautzen. 
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
